Havana, Aug_. 2.—At Pacadillo, on the 


seaooast of Santa Clara, an expedition 
landed recently from the Florida coast. 
Little secrecy was observed. The Cubans 
bad a force of 400 men there to protect it, 
and as the Spaniardswere only 200 strong 
there they did not attempt to attaok'it. 
This report was sent to Weyler ana be has 
issued orders for the officers to come to 
Havana at once, where it Is predicted he 
will make it uncomfortable for them, a 
court martial and death being the lot of 
some, it is thought. 


At Santiago, Havana province, two 


desperate encounters occurred on the out' 
skirts las week in which tbe Cubans 
came off victorious, though in the last 
nne they lost Captain Juan Derrenoe, an 
American, wbo"v?as serving with Aran- 
j-uen. Tho Spanlaids finding his body, 
and knowing that he was an American, 
tied it to the tails of their horses and 
dragged it through the town. 
At night 


the mangled body was stolen and burled 
by pome of the Cuban sympathizers. 


In tha hills of Guines tho insurgents 


mot defeat Wednesday, a band under Ma- 
jor Lascjlles being routed by a superior 
&lA.r.i3li force. Tbe insurgents were wait- 
Ing lv.i i convoy when they were sur- 
prised bj u (-)vernment detachment in the 
rear and defeated. They lost over 15 
men killed and wounded and 11 men cap- 
tured. 


Near Esperauza, Santa Clara, the insur- 


gents ditched a pay car last week, killing 
eight 
soldeirs and tbe engineer and 


wounding many others. 
The soldiers 


flred from the armored car, and kept tho 
Cubans at bay for some time, but finally 
it was set on fire and they were forced to 
retreat, leaving the pay car to tho insur- 
geuta. They secured some SSOCO in silver 
and~ovur §10,000 in paper money. 


A detachment of insurgents-attacked 


Punta Brava, this province, Thursday, 
and after two hours' fight succeeded in 
passing through tbe lines and'entering 
the town.- They ransacked tbe stores 
while under the Spanish fire, and man- 
aged to get off with a quantity of goods 
arid provisions. Tbo Spaniards retreated 
to their wooden block houses after the in- 
surgents penetrated their lines, leaving 
them a clear field.

Pittsourg, Aug. 2.—The battle of strik- 


ing miners to induce IJe Armit's men to 
come out was waged last night and early 
this morning with apparently no gains 
over last week. The marchers at 9 o'clock 
in the vicinity of Turtle Ci-eek ^mine, 
numbtred 1600. If reports received by 
the leaders are true there will bo 3500 
men on the ground by 3 p. m. Other 
bodies are arriving every few minutes. 
So far there are no indications of the use 
of liquor among tho marchers. 


At Oak Hill mine a demonstration was 


made, but no men quit. It is not known 
how many men are in the mine. Strik- 
ers say only eight, but it is known that 
15 new men went in. At Sandy Creek 
many are out. The company say 40 are 
at work. Tbe strikers say only 23. The 
marchers wero at Turtle Creek 
2000 


strong at 9 o'clock and wero massing this 
morning at the McBee school house. 
President Dolan of th'e mine workers in 
this district was arrested early this morn- 
ing on tbo chargoof riot and unlawful as- 
semblage. He gave bail aud rejoined the 
strikers. Dolan accuses tbe operators of 
trying to incite riot by causing his arrest 
at such times and places. 


None of the district officials were pres- 


ent when the big meeting at the MoRee 
sohuol house Vfas called to order. A num- 
ber of speeches were made In English, 
Italian and Hungarian. Between 6000 
and 6000 miners were present. The great- 
est enthusiasm was manifested. Presi- 
dent Dolan arrived later and saia that 
out of a thousand miners employed in 
the three De Armitt mines but 40 are at 
work. 


Warned to Disperse. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 3.— Detachments sent 


to tbe Plum Creek mines this morning 
found that Do Armit had stolen another 
march on them. It was the intention to 
hold a meeting at the Bethlehem school 
house and invite Plum Creek miners to 
attend. 
When tbe marchers reached the 


place they found on the fence aruund tho 
school property'notioes posted that no 
trespassing will be allowed. Tbe school 
ground is the only public place in the 
vicinity where a meeting could be held. 
Thoy marched back to MoCrea's school 
house. 


Situation at Falrmount, "W, Va. 


Fairmount, W. Va., Aug. 2.—One by 


one additions are being made to the num- 
ber of strikers in tbe Fairmount district. 
Eleven hundred and thirty men are now 
with tbe 'strikers. Nearly three times 
that number ars still working. The se- 
cret of the general strike, it is said, if 
there be one, is tbat the operators are get- 
ting no contracts of over 10 days dura- 
tion.

The 
minsrs employed by this company have 
been striking for about three weeks, bnt 
have decided to return to work.

Twelve names were necessary to keep 
open the saloon, tbe license of which ex- 
pired on tbe first day of May, and Mr. 
Cleveland was tbo twelfth. 


"ThB Princeton Inn,'1 the lesortvso for- 


tunate as to get the signature of ono of 
the two surviving former preeldontfl, IB 
about 1200 feet from the corner of tho 
college campus and is in tbe center of col- 
lage life at Princeton. / 


Mr. Cleveland's name Is in good com • 


pany. This list is taken from tbo New 
York Voice, the official Prohibition or- 
gan : The Kev.Cbarlos Woodruff^Sbields, 
D. D., LL. D., professor of the harmony 
of science and elevated religion; Allan 
Mamedbd, Pb. D., L. H. D., professor of 
archaeology and tho history of art, and 
director of tbe museum of blatoilo ait; 
Clmlres Greene Bockwood, Jr. Ph. D., 
professor of mathematics and elder In tho 
Presbyterian ohuVoh at Princeton; Bay- 
ard Stockton, prosecutor of the pleas, and 
llncul descendant of Kieard Stockton, a 
signet of tlie declaration of Independence;

Tno action of Mr. Cleveland and tbe other 
good persons who signed the petition for 
a new license IB tbe talk of tbe town out- 
side tbe university, but tbo murmurs are 
not allowed to dluturb the university and 
bose who live In the neighborhood.

Deoatnr Miners'Fall to Gather at the 


Hull In Very Large Numbers— 


No Action—Give It Up. 


The meeting to induoe the Decatur 


miners to strike can be reckoned as noth- 
ing but a failure. 
Not over 30 or 86 peo- 


ple were piesent at Daugberty'a hall 
Sunday afternoon to listen to the Gorman 
speaker or anoyne In fact, and practically 
no ireetlDg was called, the speakers just 
making a few informal lemarks and de- 
claring that It was no use to try to win 
the miners hare to aid tboir brethren by 
coming out on a strike. ' President Cart- 
wright, of tba Springfield union, stated 
that he did not believe tho Dooatur min- 
ers could be Induced to strlkn even if 
there was a man to eaoh one, endeavoring 
to win him over to the oanse of the strik- 
ers. 


The meeting yesterday, if It may be 


called Buoh, was not without interesting 
features, however. Several things were 
said by speakers and others which Indi- 
cated spirit and determination, and above 
all a hard feeeling toward those miners 
who would not come out to the meeting. 
About 45 minutes jfter tbn date eet for 
the meeting the leaders, seeing that It 
would not succeed and that as many had 
come as would, took the floor and said a 
few things as a sort of wind up to their 
efforts, at least for the present. Presi • 
dent Car'wrigbt stated that the great ob- 
ject^they had in calling tbo meeting was 
to get all the miners to oome out. give 
them a respectful hearing - and then vote 
their sentiments. This seemed to be the 
principal point, for the statement was 
loudly applauded. They were cowards, 
he said, in not coming out to listen. 
Why not oome out like men and give 
them a hearing at least. Thomas Had- 
dow, the man who was bro'ngbt to the 
city by Cartwright, to speak to^ them in 
German, then arose and addressed those 
present. He was given careful attention. 
He seemed to be an experienced man In 
such business and could hive made a 
good speech. He expected to nee at least 
one-half of the miners out to the meeting 
and was disappointed at the result, but 
those who did come were stanch and true 
and tbo others were men witbonD souls. 
They were cowards, he said, to the music 
of applause 
Just then some one present 


Interrupted with "Where was Prma in 
'94?" At this nearly every miner jumped 
to his feet. Ibe intruder was assailed 
with shouts or anger and questions and 
answers were fired at him in such a 
threatening manner that it looked rather 
unpleasant for his health just then. 
"It 


is not'Puna but'Where is Decaturnow?' " 
is tde question eaid some one and tbo 
statement was cheered. Htid'Jow stopped 
the confusiou and turning to the man 
who had started tho affair said that If his 
record were traced back it would not be 
found to have been always true to labor's 
Interests. Tbe inan angrily replied that 
it would bo and was as gtmu as tho speak 
or's record. 
After further word spurring 


the apparent trouble blew over and one 
miner tola the interrupter to give the 
speaker a chance to talk, whereupon the 
muti said bo was in fuvur ot all miners 
coming out and listening respectfully anfl 
then voting their sentiments Then Had- 
dow made an iiupoitant statement. Said 
he: "We can win without the Decatur 
miners but wo would rather have them 
with us. If they don'6 want to oomo out 
now all right, we can Bave 1000 men here 
to bring thum out whenever It Is neces- 
sary." 
"lhey'11 have help," several 


shouted. Some one present then shouted 
' Move nil Decatur miners present go on 
a strike." Tbn motion was apparently 
given no consideration by the men, for 
5here woe not even a regu'ar meeting to 
consider it. 
Tha men Hugered a while 


longer and then departed. A few men 
who are opposed to striking were at the 
meeting and put in a few words occasion- 
ally, but not forcibly nor with effect. 
Quito a number of miners remained down 
stairs and would not oome up to tbo hall. 
President Cartwlght made this statement 
to the reporters: "I bellevb that the Deoa- 
tnr merchants are as muoh to blame as 
the miners for toe men not striking here. 
If they would assure them of credit on 
what ircodf they buy the men would then 
come out and would pay afterwards when 
the strike was settled. In Springfield tho 
merchants are carrying tho tnlnerdtond 
thnt helps ns wonderfully." 


Thomas HatlOow, the Gorman speaker, 


t ilked very encouragingly of the condi- 
tion of the =trike 
Heeald that it would 


win sure. The fever heat had not been 
aroused yet. but wait until it does oomo 
and then wntoh. Oth«r laboring organ! 
zatlous are giving contributions of money 
and food to the striking miners and big 
dealers are sending them checks for con- 
siderable amounts. A ball game is to be 
played next Thursday at Springfield be- 
tween the nine there and a picked Fine 
and the proceeds are to go to the miners' 
fund. 


Efforts to «>et the Deoatur miners out 


are now practically abandoned and If 
there are other attempts they will proba- 
bly be of a more startling nature. It 
seems now that the miners here will not 
come out at all-

All these accommodations and 
their accessories mean the employment 
of workmen for months before the 
opening1 of the season, and it takes an 
army of wage-earners to keep them 
going for the foiir months of the ac- 
tive summer campaign. All this is done 
In the name of pleasure. It is not busi- 
ness which brings the throng hither, 
but the burning desire to put business 
far behind them. 


The possibilities of the summcr-in- 


the-country exodus are far greater than 
(he achievements of the past. Robert 
P. Porter frays that the familiar re- 
mark, "Everyone is out of town," really 
means that 97 per cent, of the popula- 
tion is in town. The masses have not 
left the city at all. 'With the constant 
cheapening of the cost, however, and 
the lengthening of vacations, with pay 
in advance, the day may come when 
the percentages quoted by Mr. Porter 
may be reversed.

How to Render Them TLtoM Hard Upon 


tlie Bonne-wife. 


As a rule the sensible housekeepers 


do not light their regular cooking 
stoves in summer except for laundry 
purposes or for the semiweckly baking 
days. Frequently a small cook sto\c 
in'a building not connected with tie 
house is used to heat the water for 
washing- and boiling clothes. Here the 
household ironing may be done also. 
The simple meals of summer may be 
easily provided with a small gasoline 
or oil-stove if there are two days of the 
iveek given up to baking. If one is not 
fortunate enough to ha-ve a set oven of 
iron or brick in which this baking May 
be done, -where the heat employed does 
not reach the living-rooms of the house, 
it must be done in the family range on 
the two days set aside. 


By proper management a great deal 


of heat may be kept away from the rest 
of the house and the worker may be 
spared a great deal of the exhausting 
effects of the heat. Keep all the doors 
leading to the rest of the house care- 
fully closed. Open all the window sand 
doors of the kitchen where the cook 
stove is, and screen them with wire 
screens, which exclude the flies and let 
in the cool air. 
Do the viotk of pre- 


paring bread, cake or pi-s for baking,tf 
possible, in an adjoining' apartment 
where the heat of the fire cannot reach. 
A. cellar kitchen or a room partitioned 
eft in any cool, -whitewashed cellar is 
the best place to make pastry in bum- 
mer. When it is made upstairs in an 
atmosphere where the heat of the cook 
stove is addi>d to the heat of summer, in 
spite of ice water and marble pastry 
beards, the pastry turns to an oily con- 
sistency 
which, 
insures its 
being 


"heavy" when baked. If thert is no 
convenient room in the house an out- 
door kitchen improvised under shady- 
trees will be a far better place in sum- 
mer to make pastry, and also to knead 
bread, prepare fruit for canning and 
iron than any room indoors. These im- 
provised kitchens are common abroad. 
It is also a common practice in Europe 
to serve meals on a broad, shady pia/.^a 
open to the breezes and air. This is an 
especially delightful place for the even- 
ing meal, and when protected all day 
from the sun also a delightful place to 
do the housework. 
For the breezes 


keep away the hent as well as the flies, 
which are likely to swarm around the 
precincts of any worm kitchen inclosed 
in four walls.—N. Y. Tribune.
